Set High Run Beoord. 

It was in the final block of their 
previous match that Schaefer ¢s- 
tablished a new high run reoord 
of 432 for a challenge match.

His animating purpose, not mentioned at 
the time, was to retrieve his fortunes and 
pay the bank’s indebtedness.

mentioned because he knew it would be the 
work of years, not unlikely all his years, Tor 
he was then 64, To some, -indeed, who had 
come to him, assuring him of their continued 
good will, despite their losses, he had said 
that he would repay» them ‘every cent, but 
they had gently sought to dissuade him from 
such an undertaking. 


Died Trying to Pay

energies with his goal unattained. What he 
hoped for and worked for was to build the 
business up to such a point that the money 
needed to pay the bank's debt could be taken 
from it without jeopardizing it.

It was a difficult task, for he found only

Mr. Bunn’s children knew and were in 
complete sympathy with his wishes in this 
matter. Now, after 48 years, they are pre- 
pared to carry out his purpose and propose” 
to pay in full the balance remaining un- 
paid, as above stated, together with inter- 
est thereon at the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum, or approximately 240_per cent in- 
terest. This balance, with. interest, will 
nearly equal the amount of the original 
claims. For example, on an original claim 
January 1, 1878, of $1090, 71 1-2 per cent 
was paid, amounting to.$716.00. On the 
balance of $285.00, interest is computed 
for 48 years at 5 per cent per annum. 
amounting to $684, making a total of 
$969.00. It therefore has been determined 
to pay the full original amount of the 
claim, which is equal to the balance re- 
maining unpaid with intérest thereon at & 
per cent per annum for 60 years. 


In order to facilitate the handling of 
these payments, Mr. Bunn’s children have 
formed the Bunn Memorial Trust, through 
which checks are being issued. Many of 
the original claifiants have died, and ia 
such cases payment is being made to such: 
persons as are determined to be the proper ’ 
beneficiaries of their respective personal 
estates.

‘Each batter has his own style and my 
theory is that the best thing to do In to 
develop each batter's natural atyle. For in- 
stance, !t would be foolish to try to teach 
al) batters the same etyle of batting. Cobb 
and Sisler and Ruth and Speaker all have 
their individual ways of batting. Of course 
the secret of hard hitting is power and 
proper timing. That must be devetoped. 
Perhaps it is just born in a person. But I 
have seen batters develop the follow 
through, so essential to hard hitting, and the 
only way to do that is by constant practice. 
That's why I believe in long sessions at bat- 
ting practice You can't play anything well 
unlese you practice.

“Two years ago I had a bad day against 
Marquard. It was a Sunday afternoon and 
I believe I struck out two or three times.

It Just happened that I didn't hit him that 
dey. Previously and in games since that 
one I have hit Marquard very hard.

National League pitchers have declared 
that Hornsby is the most dangerous batter 
they ever faced. Grover Cleveland Alexan- 
der, the great Chicago pitcher, says there is 
no way to deceive Horneby. One time he 
will mise a fast ball on the inside corner of 
the plate and the next time he may knock 
it out of the park. One siow ball may 
make him swing wildly and the next sewing 
may send an identical siow bal) soaring over 
the bleacher wall.
